THE SECOND BLESSING 
This is the time of year when gifts are exchanged, 
when most men’s hearts are filled with the joys of 
the holidays, and when they wish each other health 
and happiness for the new year. 
Good health ranks high among the desires of men. 
Physicians, if it were in their power, would choose 
it as their gift for their fellow7 men. 
“ The Gift of Health” w'as discussed recently by 
Milford O. Rouse, MD, president - elect of the 
| American Medical Association, before an audience 
of physicians and clergymen. 
“ A person’s health,” said Dr. Rouse, “whether 
he considers it be a gift of God, a gift of imper­ 
sonal nature, or a gift of his parents, is the most 
precious possession he has. It is not only a prin­ 
cipal indicator of the length a person’s life will be, 
but also gauges the kind of Lift1 he will live during 
whatever years are granted to him.” 
Dr. House noted that many people have lived mag- 
nitieent lives and made great contributions to their 
world without ever having what could be called a 
healthy day. “ But I doubt,” he added, “ that many 


well persons would be willing to trade witn tnose 
persons in the hope that their human spirit, too, 
would rise above their illness or physical impair­ 
ment and lead them to greatness, or even to peace 
of mind.” 
It is granted to physicians to restore or to im­ 
prove the health of many men, which makes the 
profession of medicine superbly satisfying to its 
practitioners. But they are painfully aware that 
much more could be done to give good health 
to many men, and that most of what could be done 
has to be done by their patients. 
“ Everybody wants good health,” Dr. Rouse said. 
“ But because medical science has progressed 
so far that almost everybody has it, most peo­ 
ple have come to take it for granted. They assume 
everything is all right and will remain all right. 
If something goes wrong, they go to the doctor 
and expect immediate results. 
“ But they do nothing to preserve their own health. 
They continue to abuse their bodies until it is too 
late for the doctor to help when the trouble comes. 
Or, having seen a doctor, they refuse to follow 
his instructions. They won’t change their diet and 
lose weight. Or they won’t give up their tobacco 
or alcohol. . .” Dr. Rouse gave his prescription 
for general good health, which is reprinted in 
column two on this page. 
Lacking the power to give men the gift of good 
health, perhaps the physician can best advise his 
patients and friends, as Dr. Rouse did: “ No per­ 
son’s body is going to be able to maintain itself 
indefinitely in a state of good health unless it is 
treated properly, rested properly and exercised 
properly.” 
Dr. Rouse believes that “ good health is as much 
a matter of individual responsibility as it is of 
medical excellence. Every person’s body is a 
temple of God, and should be treated as such, to 
make it acceptable to the Lord.” 
“ Look to your health,” admonishedIzaak Walton 
many years ago, “ and if you have it, praise God, 
and value it next to a good conscience; for health is 
the second blessing that we mortals are capable of- 
a blessing that money cannot buy.”

This is the time of year when gifts are exchanged, 
when most men’e hearts are filled with the joys of 
the holidays, and when they wish each other health 
and happiness for the new year. 
Good health ranks high among the desires of men. 
Physicians, if it wert* in their power, would choose 
it as their gift for their fellow men. 
“The Gift of Health” was discussed recently by 
Milford O. Rouse, MD, president - elect of the 
A merican Medical Association, before an audience 
of physicians and clergymen, 
“A person’s health,” said Dr. Rouse, “whether 
he considers it be a gift of God, a gift of imper­ 
sonal nature, or a gift of his parents, is the most 
precious possession he has. It is not only a prin­ 
cipal indicator of the length a person’s life will be, 
but also gauges the kind of Life he will live during 
whatever years are granted to him.” 
Dr. Rouse noted that many people have lived mag­ 
nificent lives and made great contributions to their 
world without ever having what could be called a 
Healthy day, “ But I doubt,” he added, “that many 


I 


well persons would be willing to trade witn tnose 
persons in the hope that their human spirit, too, 
would rise above their illness or physical impair­ 
ment and lead them to greatness, or even to peace 
of mind.” 
It is granted to physicians to restore or to im­ 
prove the health of many men, which makes the 
profession of medicine superbly satisfying to its 
practitioners. But they are painfully aware that 
much more could be done to give good health 
to many men, and that most of what could be done 
has to be done by their patients. 
“ Everybody wants good health,” Dr. Rouse said. 
“ But because medical science has progressed 
so far that almost everybody has it, most peo­ 
ple have come to take it for granted. They assume 
everything is all right and will remain all right. 
If something goes wrong, they go to the doctor 
and expect immediate results. 
“ But they do nothing to preserve their own health. 
They continue to abuse their bodies until it is too 
late for the doctor to help when the trouble comes. 
Or, having seen a doctor, they refuse to follow7 
his instructions. They won’t change their diet and 
lose weight. Or they won’t give up their tobacco 
or alcohol. . .” Dr. Rouse gave his prescription 
for general good health, which is reprinted in 
column two on this page. 
Lacking the power to give men the gift of good 
health, perhaps the physician can best advise his 
patients and friends, as Dr. Rouse did: “ No per­ 
son’s body is going to be able to maintain itself 
indefinitely in a state of good health unless it is 
treated properly, rested properly and exercised 
properly.” 
Dr. Rouse believes that “ good health is as much 
a m atter of individual responsibility as it is of 
medical excellence. Every person’s body is a 
temple of God, and should be treated as such, to 
make it acceptable to the Lord.” 
“ Look to your health,” admonishedIzaak Walton 
many years ago, “ and if you have it, praise God, 
and value it next to a good conscience; for health is 
the second blessing that we mortals are capable of- 
a blessing that money cannot buy.”

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Hit by Pound Devaluation

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
Devaluation of the British pound is just one more in a 
growing list of hurdles facing U.S. exports. 
Take a few examples of many problems being argued 
about here: 
When American producers ship feed grains to Western 
Europe, the levy the European Economic Community collects 
is used for subsidies to undercut American ham sales in the 
United States and American poultry sales in Switzerland and 
Greece. 
Australia now uses a two-price system to undersell U.S. 
canned cling peaches in West Germany. 
Canada has started a subsidy program for her wheat 
growers that will enable Ottawa to cut into American sales 
abroad. 
Agriculture Department men admit ruefully that in country 
after country “new impediments to trade’ are being “initi­ 
ated.” 
These growing foreign trade restrictions cut into the income 
of the American farmer and manufacturer and intensify the 
U.S. balance of payments problem. 
Devaluation of the British pound was, in effect, a subsidy 
to British exporters. Devaluation will make it more difficult 
for U.S. products to compete in Britain and with some British 
exports in a variety of countries. If a considerable number 
of major U.S. competitors and major U.S. customers follow 
the British example and devaluate their currencies it could 
hurt here considerably. 
The American competitive position in markets abroad will 
be hurt further as farm wages and industrial costs go up. 
Agriculture Department men estimate “farmworkers as a 
group may receive a 10 per cent over-all increase in wages 
and earning for the first year as a result of the new minimum 
wage for agriculture” which went into effect in February, 
1967. Industrial wages are expected to rise 5 per cent in 1968. 
The export problem, in part, is the result of a long series 
of mistakes extending back over two decades. American 
negotiators at the major trade talks during those 20 years 
have been too timid to insist that foreign countries make real 
reductions in their trade barriers. 
The United States, during that period, has had some real 
tariff cuts to offer other countries. If the negotiators had 
insisted on the elimination of indirect barriers the U.S. export 
outlook would look much better than it does today. 
Government officials now admit that the highly touted 
"Kennedy Round” of trade negotiations didn’t get at the 
hocus-pocus manipulative type of restrictive barriers men­ 
tioned above, which historically have caused more trouble 
for exporters than high tariffs.

U.S. Farmer, Manufacturer 
Hit by Pound Devaluation

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
Devaluation of the British pound is just one more in a 
growing list of hurdles facing U.S. exports. 
Take a few examples of many problems being argued 
about here: 
When American producers ship feed grains to Western 
Europe, the levy the European Economic Community collects 
is used for subsidies to undercut American ham sales in the 
United States and American poultry sales in Switzerland and 
Greece. 
Australia now uses a two-price system to undersell U.S. 
canned cling peaches in West Germany. 
Canada has started a subsidy program for her wheat 
growers that will enable Ottawa to cut into American sales 
abroad. 
Agriculture Department men admit ruefully that in country 
after country “new impediments to trade’ are being “initi­ 
ated.” 
These growing foreign trade restrictions cut into the income 
of the American farmer and manufacturer and intensify the 
U.S. balance of payments problem. 
Devaluation of the British pound was, in effect, a subsidy 
to British exporters. Devaluation will make it more difficult 
for U.S. products to compete in Britain and with some British 
exports in a variety of countries. If a considerable number 
of major U.S. competitors and major U.S. customers follow 
the British example and devaluate their currencies it could 
hurt here considerably. 
The American competitive position in markets abroad will 
be hurt further as farm wages and industrial costs go up. 
Agriculture Department men estimate “farmworkers as a 
group may receive a IO per cent over-all increase in wages 
and earning for the first year as a result of the new minimum 
wage for agriculture” which went into effect in February, 
1967. Industrial wages are expected to rise 5 per cent in 1968. 
The export problem, in part, is the result of a long series 
of mistakes extending back over two decades. American 
negotiators at the major trade talks during those 20 years 
have been too timid to insist that foreign countries make real 
reductions in their trade barriers. 
The United States, during that period, has had some real 
tariff cuts to offer other countries. If the negotiators had 
insisted on the elimination of indirect barriers the U.S. export 
outlook would look much better than it does today. 
Government officials now admit that the highly touted 
“Kennedy Hound” of trade negotiations didn’t get at the 
hocus-pocus manipulative type of restrictive barriers men­ 
tioned above, which historically have caused more trouble 
for exporters than high tariffs.

(AP}- When 
Stevie Kung went to kindergart­ 
en he was about the size of an 
18-month old baby. 
Today, 13-year-ol<I Stevie has 
caught up with his classmates. 
He grew only an inch in the 
four years following his first 
birthday, but then sprouted six 
inches the next year and is still 
growing.
